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Parents’ Share the School’s Public Relations 


should have active interest 
classrooms our schools, well the 
reactions the public the policies and 
ideals both our private 
schools. And so, one might say that “any- 
thing which the school does make itself 
known, either favorably unfavorably, 
the public” the greatest interest 
all and therefore, whether for 
good bad, could considered public 
relations. referring article the 
JouRNAL, notice that 
Brother Henry Ringkamp, S.M., has called 
public relations, “Everything that 
Probably that all-inclusive you 
can make definition. 

However, actual practice and proba- 
bly due lack someone the 
faculty who publicity conscious, little 
any the activities school seem 
get into the daily paper unless 
unfavorable publicity caused the 
pranks some students. And defini- 
tions become rather meaningless unless 
they form part the policies the 
school. 

When public relations the home and 
school are considered, the most effective 
manner which the school can make 
itself known favorably the home 
well the general public living 
the purposes underlying the school’s 
existence. Now there are many facets

less activities, many types curricula, 
social functions, student planned affairs, 
and, course, scholastic achievement. But 
the one outstanding reason for the exist- 
ence school educational in- 
stitution its teaching. Therefore the 
best manner which school can make 
itself known favorably the public 
through the excellence its product. And, 
assuming competence and co-operation 
students, the excellence the product 
will direct ratio the excellence 
the teacher. word, the best con- 
tribution the school its public-re- 
lations program good teaching. Excellent 
school papers, plushy, expensive yearbooks, 
superb dramatic performance yes, even 
victorious athletic teams may all very 
good, but they mean nothing the quality 
the school’s teaching poor 
graduates can look back upon four years 
attendance high school and have 
little respect for the quality the in- 
struction they received there. 


parent’s suggestions 

proud but worried mother who has 
seen three children through high school 
and who all too soon will struggling 
help two more through the rudiments 
English composition and Latin verbs, 
let tell you little experience 
public relations and the home and 
school. served for several years vari- 
ous offices the mothers’ club Mc- 
Bride High School, including one year 
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president the club. (Later would like 
discuss the function these clubs 
their relation the home and school.) 
While president the mothers’ club 
McBride was privileged see first- 
hand many the problems the high 
school well the tremendous amount 
good which school that kind can 
for our youth today. Regardless 
this “close-up” look the school and the 
opinions which formed from associa- 
tion with the faculty, the principal, and 
the parents, think that can honestly 
say that over-all picture the school 
was formed the impressions that 
children left when they discussed 
the school informally the dinner table. 
Much this talk the small incon- 
sequential things that happen during the 
school day. But sifting out the wheat 
from the chaff—the small petty gripes 
from the honest assertions what hap- 
pened the classroom, the impressions 
the goodness and the competence one 
teacher compared with the lack dis- 
cipline incompetence others, and 
let for nine months and you form 
very good picture what the school 
like and above all what the teachers are 
like. And you soon come conclusion 
that there good teaching predominating 
that school and that you are happy 
your choice schools. This again, 
experience, the determining factor 
good teaching. be- 
lieve that the only factor, over 
period many years, that gives high 
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school the reputation good school. 
Games may won lost and are soon 
forgotten. Yearbooks can put away 
gather dust. But the quality the 
teaching that goes school will al- 
ways determine whether not the school 
living its purpose the com- 
munity. 


What parents may expect from the 
faculty 


Other than good teaching which 
shall take for granted, parents may expect 
several things from the school. Since the 
school does actually take over the role 
the parents during school hours, 
think that the parents may expect the 
school carry out and continue their 
training discipline and correct habits 
neatness and exactness. may ex- 
pect also that the school will inculcate the 
moral and spiritual values 
strengthen the moral principles taught 
the parents the home; may expect 
the school insist upon the social obliga- 
tions required adolescent boy 
girl. The school should expected also 
develop the proper attitudes and 
emphasize the obligations the student 
toward his home, his parish, and his com- 
munity. general, think that the parents 
have right insist that the school con- 
tribute all that possibly can the 
physical, moral, and intellectual training 
the child every way which the 
training consistent with the policies and 


principles the school. 


What the faculty may expect from 
the parents 


The demands which the school can 
make upon the parents necessarily 
limited the types parents with which 
the faculty has deal. Greater demands 
can made upon the time, energy, and 
resources some parents than others, 
but all parents should expected con- 
form the general policies the school 
such those policies related discipline 
the school, study, conduct outside 
school, etc. Certainly, for the good the 
child, complete conformity, least ex- 
teriorly, this regard utmost im- 
portance. Open criticism, ridicule, any- 
thing which might lower the student’s 
esteem and respect for member the 
faculty should very carefully avoided. 
Simple loyalty the school demands this. 

Complete co-operation with the school 
would also seem demand that the 
parents acquainted with the rules and 
regulations the school concerning out- 
of-school study time, home assignments, 
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and required reading, and that they insist 
that the child faithfully carry out these 
assignments. 

Today when jobs are easily avail- 
able teen-agers likewise the duty 
the parents co-operating with the 
school see that such jobs not inter- 
fere with the child’s study habits that 
the child not too exhausted from the 
long hours job stay awake 
school the next day. 

Finally, the parents should least 
willing give their time and energy 
toward the success school activities 
sponsored the various clubs and organi- 
zations associated with the school, such 
mothers’ and fathers’ clubs, and Home 
and School Associations. say, least 
willing because many instances 
impossible for parents with large families 
this regard. 


P.T.A., mothers’ and fathers’ clubs, 
and 


Good home and school relations can 
most effectively established co-operative 
organizations are well organized and effi- 
ciently operated. There usually such 
abundance extracurricular activities 
the present-day high school that one could 
readily ask, this additional activity 
parent-teacher groups and numberless 
other activities which the existence 
such groups brings into the school? Can 
the school without the card parties, 
bingo parties, extra nights for meetings, 
social functions, freshman teas, and other 
activities engendered such organiza- 
tions?” Certainly could the sole pur- 
pose the club were sponsor these 
activities and nothing else. mind 
organization such mothers’ club, 
fathers’ club, P.T.A., Home and School 
Organization, has but two reasons for its 
existence: bring about various 
means its disposal better understand- 
ing the part parents the problems 
confronting the school; and awaken 
awareness the part the faculty 
the difficulties that parents must face today 
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the raising their children, and 
mutual co-operation between the parents 
and the faculty solving these problems, 
Such co-operation brings about whole. 
some realization the part the 
dents that parents and faculty are 
ing together for their good. 


Parent-teacher organizations should 
therefore bring about more effective 
public relations follows: 

Through promoting better 
teacher relationships: Parent-teacher meet- 
ings can use breaking the ice with 
parents who are reluctant meet the 
faculty. The importance getting know 
mal way cannot measured. Problems 
that seemed insurmountable 
solved with one two informal chats 
with the teacher before after the meet- 
ings the organization. Meetings the 
P.T.A. with the teachers present have 
often served break the ice with parents 
who were backward because poor 
cial conditions foreign accent, reasons 
race color, etc. There seems 
natural reluctance the part most 
parents talk teachers until they find 
out that they are just normal human be- 
ings. One very effective way this 
using the “Back School Night” 
for parents instead the usual “Open 
procedure. 

Through definite contributions the 
good the student body. Obviously, 
mentioned before, the only reason that 
club this kind has for existence 
the good the student body the 
school. But should not forgotten 
that must also contribute the good 
the individual member the organiza- 
tion well. The enriching experience 
personal contact with many parents who 
have boys and girls studying the same 
school should not underestimated. The 
comforting influence such groups 
always good public relations for the school. 
Too often the conversation men and 
women limited discussing the relative 
merits new styles, sports, new articles 
nothing the petty gossip that makes 
such large percentage our con- 
versation. Speaking and working with men 
and women who have broader and more 
intellectual outlook life should have 
good influence every member the 
club. Listening occasionally good book 
reviews discussions, led members 
the faculty, has created lasting bond 
with the school well 
appreciation the problems the 
faculty. 
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The good the student body and 
the school general should centered 
principally around the spiritual and scho- 
lastic activities the school. this 
kept foremost mind, the organization 
will not deteriorate into money-raising 
that such activities 
should necessarily excluded, but they 
certainly should not dominate the organi- 
zation, that there continual fund- 
raising Campaign progress. 

Through promoting better under- 
standing the problems the school. 
Certainly one the most important ob- 
jectives parent-teacher organization 
should promote better understand- 
ing among the faculty, the parents, and 
the students. This can accomplished 
frank discussion the problems 
the school the principal and the mem- 
bers the organization with constructive 
criticism coming from the members the 
club, the principal, and the faculty. Only 
this method will possible for the 
members the organization appreciate 
the problems and difficulties the school 
and for the members the faculty 
realize the problems the parents regard- 
ing their children. 


How can effective public relations 
between home and school 
attained 


the custom most organizations 
such the Home and School Association 
and the P.T.A. bring outside speakers 
talk topics which are often little 
interest most members the club. Ex- 
cellent though the speaker may be, still 
not discussing problems the school 
problems directly related the children 
and parents that school. think that 
much more profitable and more in- 
teresting all members the organiza- 
minutes members the faculty 
some the departments the school, 
such the problems that may arise 
the office through misunderstanding 
the rules the school governing absentees; 
what method used the school 
correct excessive tardiness; the number 
credits required for graduation; how fail- 
ures subjects are handled; etc. Such 
talks could likewise include the schedule 
courses offered the school; what 
guidance program the school has for the 
students; what some the present diffi- 
culties are connection with home study, 
etc. general all these meetings should 
acquaint the parents with the 
problems the school and give them 
some idea how modern high school 
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conducted. Few parents have any idea 
whatsoever what makes high school 
function why necessary that cer- 
tain rules and regulations must en- 
forced for the good the school. 
Likewise, order promote better 
understanding the problems confronting 
the home, one the parents should 
asked give the point view the 
home and the difficulties which are en- 
countered there the parents’ efforts 
co-operate with the school. their talks 
are perfectly frank, many the diffi- 
culties arising from misunderstanding 
the mutual problems confronting both 
faculty and parents can ironed out. 
Only appreciation the problems 
the school the parents and the 
problems the parents the school 
can good relations established, and 
mutual assistance and good will effected. 
Now simple say that frank 
discussion the problems home and 
school should the main topic for P.T.A. 
meetings, but all know, little 
done about this practice. natural re- 
luctance parents stand and speak 
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the principal drawback such dis- 
cussion carried out public. 

obviate this difficulty may pos- 
sible outline program which least 
three four meetings the year are 
devoted specific problems the school 
such discipline the home and school, 
corporal punishment and other types 
discipline such depriving child 
something which very desirable him. 
have often thought that parents would 
very much interested finding out 
what teachers and other parents 
order discipline their children certain 
situations. Another topic could extra- 
curricular activities both the home and 
the school. too much time school 
being used for publishing the school paper, 
the yearbook, preparing for dances and 
student council activities? outside jobs 
interfere with the time the student should 
devoting home study? How many 
hours should boy girl allowed 
work after school? what hours should 
boy girl expected report home 
from jobs, shows, dances? All these are 
very pertinent problems and ones which 
both parents and teachers 
interested. 

insure parent participation these 
discussions they should either set 
panel discussion several parents 
and faculty members discussion group 
should organized for each problem early 
the school year. When the “panel 
experts” has exhausted the topics think 
that enough lively interest will have been 
created that suggestions from the floor 
will necessitate chairman keep the 
meeting order. discussion groups are 
set for each these problems, they 
would have meet several times with 
some members the faculty prior the 
meeting order that some limit may 
placed upon the range material 
covered. 

seems that only such parental 
activity meetings will foster good public 
relations home and school. Otherwise 
are back again the dull routine 
guest speakers, experts discussing prob- 
lems unrelated the activities the 
school, and gradual lack interest the 
part the parents. addition sense 
loyalty and loving there must also 
sense belonging. Parents will feel that 
they belong school only they are 
able participate intimately some 
the real problems home and school. This 
teaching and certainly good public 
relations.

Why Teach Languages? 

The question cur “why” modern lan- 
guage should taught the early grades 
has already been answered part. our 
materialistic age people are accustomed 
look only for practical values, and immediately 
practical values that. these meetings and 
conferences, the list reasons for teaching 
another language grows from the crassly 
utilitarian the most lofty cultural, and the 
final conclusion that language does pay, 
and that even imperative train expert 
linguists for our times. But this goal 
that cannot reached with our present 
methods. the Boston meeting the 
American Association Teachers French, 
Mr. Theodore Huebener, director foreign

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languages for the schools New York City, 
made strong statement that effect: “Up 
now,” said, “we have the 
distinction being the only great nation 
the world today where languages are begun 
mostly advanced grades and are 
such short time. Indeed, with 
has always been here: Too little and too 
late.” Now that America has become the hope 
the world, her citizens must able cope 
intelligently with the many problems 
up. greater number our people 
must have richer background 
standing foreign people, that is, 
knowledge their customs, history, psy- 
chology, and the language they speak. 

Every angle this question why has been 
studied, and the decision always the same 
—that for enrichment life for one’s self, 
one’s neighbor, and the world 
languages should admitted early into the 
curriculum and continued through 
high school. 


How Teach Langauges? 

There remains only the “how” 
answered. Here may leave the realm 
theory and begin our examination those 
projects that have been tried and found suc- 
cessful. The first these is, course, the 
pioneer Cleveland Plan, which has long since 
outgrown the experimental stage. Today there 
are approximately one thousand children 
seventeen schools Cleveland who are taught 
French. these areas the children 
superior ability are grouped together 
taught one special class (which often 
necessitates bus trip school another 
district). The other children are taught the 
language the regular classroom but 
specially trained teacher 
above. 

Our next stop Louisiana, particularly 
the capital city. understandable why 
French should the chosen language this 
state where some 400,000 people speak some 
form French and hundreds thousands 
more still maintain some traces their French 
heritage. was effort develop skill 
and accuracy their second language. that 
the state department education 
several demonstrations the school year 
1949-1950. Those schools where the elemen- 
tary teachers had French background were 
asked incorporate conversational 
into their regular program, but 
mental basis and for period ten weeks. 
When was over, all the participants were 
invited Louisiana State University report 
their project. The results were mani- 
festly successful that the state board invited 
other schools consider this same 
the curriculum for the following year. 

Mention has already been made the 
program Washington, C., where progress 
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has been steady since 1944. that time one 
high school teacher was lent neighboring 
elementary school (chiefly fill out her own 
schedule there was little demand for lan- 
guage her high school). the effort 
brought good results, instructional guides were 
French, Spanish, and German 
number schools, and finally May, 
1952, for city-wide use. These guides provide 
plan and vocabulary for each grade level 
from kindergarten through the sixth grade. 
The vocabulary units are planned that they 
may correlated with the regular work and 
nothing need dropped. This the most 
widespread all the experiments, and while 
not yet perfected, has brought light 
the extraordinary interest the part 
Before attempting this project, ques- 
were sent out all the parents, 
and these 12,575 white parents and 10,053 
colored indicated their desire for their children 
have the language opportunity. 

Modern language instruction St. Louis 
public school began 1943 when Spanish 
club was authorized meet for minutes 
once week under the guidance the regular 
classroom teacher. The club continued this 
school until 1947, when the board educa- 
tion allowed that particular teacher make 
Spanish part her schoolwork each day 
for period minutes, and the same 
time, authorized two other schools take 
the study Spanish. 1950 class was 
begun French, and the following year three 
more schools were teaching Spanish little 
children. 

successful experimentation, some very good 
teaching materials have been developed. These 
books embody the techniques, principles, and 
psychology that characterize the procedure 
typical classrooms with hundreds children. 

Orange County, New York, and Con- 
cord, Massachusetts, hear similar suc- 
cess stories. Perhaps one the most interest- 
ing that Andover, Massachusetts, because 
the way came about. grew out the 
Yale-Barnard Conference which Dr. James 
Grew, head the French department 
Phillips Academy, was present. Dr. Grew was 
not the only one there who felt his enthusiasm 
enkindled, but resolved something 
tangible and immediately. Hurrying 
back Andover, called his superin- 
tendent and offered teach French the 
third grade one the city schools 
public service. made one stipulation, that 
thereafter, should the experiment prove suc- 
cessful, regular teacher would employed 
continue the work. The offer was accepted, 
and two his colleagues joined him 
teaching French the three third grades 
the Andover Central School. The interesting 
encounter Dr. Grew with group 
and told the French Review 
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for January this year. his article, Dr.

But far from having his enthusiasm dampened 
the short span concentration and the 
other difficulties encountered, Dr. Grew 
now more eager than ever further the 
movement, and has offered his services again 
the elementary school. “This new and 
exciting trend,” says, “must nurtured 
and most definitely must not allowed 
develop into vacuum. Just important 
beginning second language during the 
‘bilingual’ age carrying through mas- 
tery.” this same has outlined 
ten-year program instruction which should 
turn out high school graduate nearly 
bilingual possible.

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No. The High School Principal 

One the most important jobs any 
educational system that the high 
school principal. deals with human 
beings the transitional period adoles- 
cence. may not volatile and 
eruptive Stanley Hall pointed out 
his famous two volumes Adolescence, 
but always potentially so.

The So-Called Right 
Knowledge

The central concept Columbia’s Bi- 
centennial Celebration, which has secured 
world-wide co-operation, officially called 
Man’s Right Knowledge. have else- 
where indicated our doubts about what 
called “the right knowledge,” and 
this examine “the right 
education” the light the same doubts. 
not quite understand what meant 
understand the right 

The basis the right knowledge ap- 
parently Aristotle’s statement, “All 
men nature desire know.” One does 
not understand quite the transition from 
desire right. would strange world 
indeed desire created rights. Unfortu- 
nately, neither the word nor the 
word “knowledge” defined. With the 
extraordinary range modern knowledge 
with its varieties and its degrees, and with 
its related errors, superstitions, and dogmas 
mentioned the text which are taken for 
knowledge, one wonders what knowledge 
that man has right have, and 
who that has the corresponding duty 
satisfy the right. Cahill, The Frame- 
work Christian State, defines right 
the “moral power which person has and 
which other persons are bound respect.

mind.” The first sentence regarding chil- 
dren does not make sense, and the latter 
statement applicable all individuals, 
adult child. 

The education adults regarded 
“no less necessity, and less right, 
than the education the young.” The 
necessity for such education will readily 
admitted all, though put the 
basis right raises many questions. When 
individual fails continue his edu- 
cation this may not only failure 
his part, but suggested that 
also failure the social order provide 
the opportunity and means. 

emphasizing the process self-edu- 
cation and the protection group terms, 
one feared for moment that were 
getting into the direction group think- 
ing. course, the whole tendency the 
discussion the opposite direction.

HERBARTIANISM 


Herbartianism the system pedagogy 
based psychology organized Johann 
Frederick Herbart, the most in- 
fluential pedagogy the nineteenth century 
especially the United States beginning 
the early schoolmaster pedagogy 
and the school given high place the 
educational process. The end education 
virtue; plasticity educability the funda- 
mental postulate education. method 
these ideas were especially emphasized: (1) 
apperception and (2) many-sided interest 
and (3) the formal steps instruction. 
apperception the ideas already possessed were 
the reception committee for the new, and 
were called the apperceptive matrix. Interest, 
which self-activity, must many sided. 
was be, fact, six sided and its source 
was nature (empirical, speculative, and 
aesthetic) experience and social inter- 
course (sympathetic, social, 
These must well balanced and well con- 
nected. The former correspond the scien- 
tific studies, the latter the humanistic. 
Herbart places great emphasis literature 
and history. 

The five formal steps were the most widely 
used school practice America beginning 
about 1892 and continued for least couple 
generations. America they were known 
the “five formal steps” preparation, pres- 
entation, comparison, generalization, and ap- 
the original German 
form they were included under four headings: 
(1) clearness, (2) association, (3) system, 
and (4) method. the American formulation, 
the first two steps were analytic-synthetic; 
the remaining three were inductive and 
and deductive (5). The system made many 
practical suggestions for educative instruction, 
training, and government, sometimes vari- 
ance with Herbart’s psychology. the cur- 
riculum emphasis was placed the concentra- 
tion correlation studies. 

Leading German Herbartians were Rein 
and Ziller; leading Americans, Garmo, and 
Frank and Charles McMurry; and the leading 
Catholic Herbartian was the German Otto 
Willman (1839-1920). 

Besides his psychology, the 
gogical works Herbart are his Outlines 
Educational Doctrine and his Science Ed- 
ucation. The influential textbooks America 
were Garmo’s Essentials Method 
(1889), and Charles McMurry’s General 


Method (1892), and the McMurrys’ Method 
the Recitation (1897). translation 
Rein’s Outlines Pedagogy was published 
the Heath Pedagogical Library. Willman’s 
Science Education two volumes was 
translated that revered Catholic educator, 
Father Felix Kirsch.

Irish grandparents, understand this business 
about the “wee drop” well enough, and why 
not? must have inherited aversion for 
gambling from Protestant grandfather 
(who hailed from Bedford, which also pro- 
duced John Bunyan), but, right wrong 
neutral, despise it. And know commun- 
ity well enough see how much harm these 
the regard our non-Catholic 
friends for the Church. long take them 
aside sometime and say: “Look, this isn’t 
the Bingoes and festivals and dollar- 
for-a-dime 
aren’t the Holy Roman Catholic Church. They 
are ways and means self-supported schools 
and poor parishes keep afloat.

The poor are treated with the 
consideration they deserve; asking for 
hearing from the mute middle-class who 
seldom speak for themselves. 
year after year taking chances turkeys 
and toilet sets, Plymouths and pillow slips, 
little knowing and caring less what stake, 
because never, never, win anything. 
(Sometimes the child who rings your doorbell 
solicit chances hasn’t the faintest idea, 
either.) believe Catholic education, 
even though “sound off” like this about its 
by-products, and don’t want have take 
chance any other brand. 


The Parents’ Domain 


have lately become seriously concerned, 
however (and here embark more basic 
indictment) about the possibility holding 
our end Christian education the 
home. The school, its effort all 
things all pupils, has gradually taken over 
many the religious practices which belong 
primarily the home. Saying grace before 
meals, for instance. There such immedi- 
acy about “these gifts which are about 
receive” that would amusing, were 
room where only food for the mind 
evidence. lunch time, when remind the 
children say grace, they announce: “Oh, 
said that school.” Their night prayers 
are said dismissal time, p.m. you 
promote family Rosary, the kids gripe 
that they have already recited after Mass. 
seems that children’s prayers need 
some leveling off when after eighty minutes 
church (Mass, Rosary, often novena 
Benediction) the children troop over school 
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and say their morning prayers! this prayer 
habit stuck, wouldn’t say word. 
much more likely suffer from its own 
surfeit. Saturdays and school holidays 
only handful the small fry (as few 
three and seldom more than ten) attend 
Mass. Evidently the Mass has not become 
the focal point their day, but merely 
obligation discharged.

But are 
more often discouraged and disheartened 
the attitude indifference and actual annoy- 
ance among our offspring. “Ah, why 
have holy home? get all 
that school.” 

The fact that Pope Pius XII has urged 
family Mass and Communion and that 
are prevented from that privilege except dur- 
ing summer vacation hard swallow. 
mean that literally. Sometimes lump comes 
throat when see the family scattered 
around the church, going Communion 
members their respective grades instead 
members family, the basic unit 
Church and society. Even high holidays, 
though rebel openly Christmas, the 
children are sit with their class 
group. Failure comply brings all sorts 


reprisals and punishments, shame 


the children because they don’t conform 
and uneasiness the parents whether they 
don’t. For one case, they are acting 
obedience their pastors, whereas the 
other, they are conforming the expressed 
wishes the Holy Father himself. 

realize that there are reasons why paro- 
chial life prescribed, and that were 
not for such hard and fast rules, many chil- 
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dren would miss Mass altogether. know all 
the answers. But can’t help wondering how 
long those who are trying give our 
children Catholic education its fullest 
sense will continue penalized for the 
sake the lazy and the lukewarm. Don’t 
misunderstand me. are not the sort 
people who are always kicking row 
threatening take the children out school 
and send them elsewhere. are meek 
and mild couple, eager please everyone, 
but are bewildered and are troubled. 
hold brief for secular education. 
are both the products Catholic schools. 
want our children have Christian 
education, but also want have some 
part it. 

Too much said about the duties 
Catholic parents and too little about their 
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privileges. Yet ethics course was not 
vain, impressed mind that one 
cannot exist without the other. What are our 
privileges under the present setup? playing 
second fiddle “Sister says” 
suspect and labeled because want 
restore the home few its preroga- 
tives? the family assumed its rightful place 
Christian society, the schools’ prestige 
would not suffer the least. the contrary, 
the school then could free supplement 
the basic training received that 
church,” amplify the liturgy, and pre- 
sent religion the radiant center life, 
are afraid gamble it. Because 
never, never, NEVER win anything 
raffle. But, things being they are, 
parents still gotta take all the chances.

Since the appearance article the 
laboratory method teaching arithmetic 
the November, 1952, issue the 
this method been 
further developed ways which have greatly 
added its value. These developments have 
taken place sixth grade class the 
Logan School Wilmette, Illinois. The suc- 
cess these developments can attributed 
the use which was made the psychology 
the question. 

The Catholic Review for 
October, 1952, carried article 
psychology which advanced the idea that 
the complexity the American scene de- 
mands that American citizens have certain 
amount ability question-askers. Also, 
pointed out that the teacher can discover weak 
points pupil understanding subject 
through study the questions which they 
ask preparatory and other lessons. The new 
developments the laboratory method grew 
out these two principles. 


All Pupils Participate

Volunteers were 
never lacking because the challenge the 
requirement that good questions asked and 


the general interest the subject which the 
method generated. 

Each volunteer selected for the second part 
the method was required ask one person 
who had worked the board from two 
five depending the type 
arithmetic being studied. These questions come 
after statement the questioner about 
whether not the problem has been done 
correctly. 

The questions must show that the ques- 
tioner has about the problem. They 
must show that the questioner aware 
much the detail entering into each 
problem’s solution possible for him 
consider during the working time when 
the group the board. Most important, 
they must thought provoking for the person 
who answer them. 


Seat Work 

Earlier use the laboratory method called 
for class members work problems their 
seats while groups were working the board. 
This practice has been discontinued result 
the latest developments because the groups 
the board not consume great deal 
time with their work and the sending two 
three groups the board during the course 
period interferes greatly with concentra- 
tion those who must work their seats. 
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the desire the teacher include 
written work part any laboratory-based 
arithmetic period, such inclusion should 
placed the end the time given 
arithmetic. 


Mutual Help 

Another practice growing out the latest 
developments the method allows pupil 
the board the privilege calling one 
class member not the board for help 
should have trouble with the problem assigned 
him: The pupil giving the help must 
asking thought-provoking questions ques- 
tions which will lead the pupil having trouble 
see what necessary for problem solution. 
The pupil giving the help must, also, make 
report the questions which asked 
order receive full credit for his effort. 

The article the Catholic Educational Re- 
view previously mentioned discussed phil- 
osophy pupil encouragement. The practice 
allowing one pupil help another through 
questions further application this 
philosophy. Two pupils working together 
this fashion gain small amount con- 
fidence result their effort. Interest 
arithmetic very definitely increased 
result the use this part the method. 

The challenge present the main part 
the method had even greater effect the 
interest the class. The necessity pupil’s 
work standing against the critical eye 
fellow pupil and the necessity that the pupil 
doing the work able answer the ques- 
tions caused all put forth their best effort. 

will take some time for pupils learn 
how ask questions about the fine points 
arithmetic problems. very necessary 
that the teacher show patience while trying 
develop this skill. Great concern should 
not shown over the inevitable tendency 
ask questions similar nature. Such 
tendency will show itself almost any in- 
termediate grade. However, helped the chil- 
dren over this obstacle frequent short 
talks about how pick out the fine points 
problems.

The new 
rooms called for adding seven new lay 
teachers the school staff. One lay 
teacher had been employed the previous 
year.

When the new building opened Sep- 
tember, 1952, facilities were available for 
the first time for kindergarten.
